The unfortunate 
occurrence was the principal topic of con- 
venation on the streets, in offices and in 
dwellings, when parents Improved the 
opportunity oh speaking of tbe accident, 
to read a gentle lesson to the boys of the 
various households. 


HOW IT HAPFBKKO. 


It appears from the most reliable state- 


ment that can be gathered from the boys 
who were at the dam when poor Horace 
went down to rise no more, that he had 
gone to the river toon after noon Satur- 
day in company with Gay Parke. They 
went in Horace's one-horse spring wagon, 
far the purpose of fishing. A few min- 
utes before three o'clock Horace, who 
could not swim, proposed going into the 
water, bat Guy refused. Horace, little 
dreaming of the sad fate which awaited 
him, disrobed and was uoon wading in 
shallow water. He Went In about 40 feet 
below the dam, and waded into the 
stream 80 feel south of the north bank of 
the nver. 
Quite a number of boys 


were in the water 
at 
the time, 


but they paid no special attention to 
young Willey. He seemed to be in no 
danger, but suddenly he came to a "step 
off" or washout at the point stated, where 
there is a strong back current, and he 
went under, crying loudly for help as he

As soon us possible Coroner IMnneen 


was notified of tbe drowning, and Messrs. 
W. H.Starr, W. T. Wella, Captain Ly 
tie, wilb the assistance ot Marshal Hewei 
and others, made preparations to goto 
the river aad search for the body. They 
found the water pouring over the dam in 
great torrents, with tbe waves at the foot 
of tbe apron foaming and two feet high, 
making it impossible for the moat expert 
swimmer Wdlve and remain under water 
at the foot of the dam where it was sup- 
posed the body had bees lodged among 
the rocks by the back current. The search 
was continued until a late hour Saturday 
night without avail, and was renewed 
again on Sunday morning with large vol 
Ollitltt.

THE BOOT FOCND. 


Between 5 and G o'clock, Fred Joiies^ 


the painter, George Warren and C. W. 
Hedenberg, who thought perhaps the 
body bad floated down stream, got into 
the water at a point 175 yards down the 
river, and began wading about among the 
willows in shallow water. They went in 
from the north bank. They had not been 
in the water more than five minutes be- 
fore George, Warren called out that he had 
struck ^something that felt strangely, and 
on further examination, Ihe '.discolored 
object proved to be the body of young 
Willey. It was lifted up and carried to 
the shore, where it was tiirncdover to the 
coroner. 


The reasonable conclusion is that by 


the opening of the flood gate of Ihe dam a 
new current was formed and that the 
body bad been borne down stream with 
it to the point where it had lodged among 
the willows, not more than 10 feet from 
the north shore. 


The body was brought to the city and 


taken to Rudcliff & Bullard's undertaking 
establishment, dressed, and afterwards 
borne to the home of the grief-stricken 
mother. No inquest was held, it being a 
_ plain case of accidental drowning. The 
body remained in the water for nearly 27 
hours. 


While the search was in progress al the 


river, so general was the interest in the 
work, that no less than 2,000 people visi- 
ted the scene, among tbe number about 85 
ladies and girls, who stood at a respectful 
distance from the hank. During the after- 
noon Marshal Hewes was authorized to 
ofler a reward of $25 for tbe recovery of 
the body, and he did so This afternoon 
Marshal Hewes paid the money to Mr. 
Jones.
